GERMAN MILITARISM TO BE 
BROKEN. 

M. Trepoff, the new Russian Premier, in an- 
neouncing the Gevernment’s policy in the 
Duma, declared that Russia, in concert 
with her Allies, was resolved to continue 
the war until final triumph was achieved. 

The enemy must be driven from Poland, and 
the new Poland would be pushed beyond 
the Russian limits, so that they might 
form a Polish State on ethnographic lines. 

With the sanction of the Allies, and in order 
that the Russian people might know for 
what they made sach sacrifice, he stated 
that a definite agreement had been made 
between the Allies in 1915 that Russia 
should have the Straits and Constanti- 
nople. This agreement was beyond all 
question. 


(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
PETROGRAD, Sarurpay. 

The Duma met again to-day. M. Trepoff, the 
new Prime Minister, delivered a « h, in the 
course of which he said:-—To-day, exactly 
twenty-eight months have elapsed since the be- 
inning of the war, which has no precedent in 

tory, both on account of its extent and the 
fierceness with which it is being waged. It is 
unnecessary to enlarge upon its causes. The en- 
tire civilised world knows that it was not Russia 
which began the war, and that it is not upon 
her that the ‘responsibility lies for the human 
blood whith has been shed Daring 
enemies attacked us. Long preparation 
convinced them that the war would not be pro- 
tracted, and would end in victory. Russia 
accepted the challenge, and the incomparable 
valour of her warriors and the unshakable 
courage of our faithful Allies upset all the caleu- 
lations of the enemy. More than onde, it has 
been declared from this place, on behalf of the 
Government, that the war would be carried on 
to the end, until complete victory has been at- 
tained. More than once, also, it was announced 
that there would never be a premature or a 
separate peace. Nothing can change this resolu- 
tion, which is the inflexible wili of the august 
Russian Sovereign, who stands with the whole 
of his faithful people. Russia will never lay 
down her arms before complete victory has 
been aitained. The whole world must know 
once more that whatever difficulties and what- 
ever temporary checks are encountered, Russia, 
Great Britain, and her valiant Allies will 
mobilise the last man, and will sacrifice all her 
patrimony; but the war will be carried on to a 


i decisive end, until the German yoke and Ger- 


man violence have for ever disappeared. The 
power of the enemy has been shaban, and the 
hour of the desired retribution approaches more 
and more rapidly. Nevertheless, immense 
efforts will be required to break definitely the 
resistance of the enemy, who is using all his 
strength against us. he resources of Russia 
are inexhaustible, but the harmonious and close 
co-operation of the whole population for the use 
of these resources is necessary for the accom- 
plishment of the desired end—namely, the over- 
throw of our enemies. 


ABSOLUTE FAITH. 

He declared that he had absolute faith in 
Russia’s emergence from the war refreshed and 
rejuvenated, and freed from all influence of 
foreign elements calculated to hamper the 
steady development of her resources. war, 
he said, had already cost them many victims, 
and would cost them many more, but that 
would not stop them. The war must continue 
until German militarism was destroyed be- 
yond all possibility of its recrudescence in the 
early future. It was indispensable to eliminate 
the constant menace of violence which for de- 
cades past had troubled the whole civilised 
world. The war now being waged must be 
crowned by victory not only over the enemy 
without, but also over the enemy within. The 
war had opened their eyes. They realised now 
that Russian industry, ssian education, Ruas- 
sian science, and Russian art had been under the 
yoke of the Germans. One of the most im- 
portant problems to be solved by Russia was 
to set her feet finally and resolutely in the path 
of liberty of action and independence.~ (Ap- 
plause.) 

THE FUTURE OF POLAND. 

Continuing, M. Trepoff eaid:—The enemy con- 
tinues to oceupy part of our territory. We 
have to reconquer it, and thus recover the 
Kingdom of Poland, temporarily detached by 
force of arms. But that is not enough. We 
must also wrest from our enemies the  terri- 
tories formerly Polish, beyond the frontier, 
and we will then reconstitute a Poland free 
within its ethnographical boundaries and in 
inseparable union with Russia. 

RUSSIA’S RIGHT TO CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Speaking of the tasks before us, and which 
the war has brought into relief, 1 cannot re- 
frain from touching upon a question whith lies 
close to the heart of every Russian. For more 
than a thousand years Russia has stretched out 
southward towards a free outlet on an open 
sea. The keys of the Bosphorus and the Darda- 
nelles, Oleg's shield over the gate of Constanti- 
nople, these have been the age-long dreams 
cherished in the hearts of the Russian people 
all through the different periods of its exist- 
ence. Well, those aspirations are ready for 
realisation. From the véry commencement of 
the war, wishing to spare human lives, and 
acting in 3scoord with our Allies, wy did our 
utmost to restrain Turkey from a mad partici- 
pation in the hostilities.

The vital interests of Russia are as well 
understood by our loyal Allies as by ourselves, 
and that is why an agreement, which we con- 
eluded in 1915 with Great Britain and France, 
and to which Italy has adhered, established in 
most definite fashion, the right of Russia to the 
Straits and to Constantinople. The Russian 
people should know for what they are shedding 
their blood, and in accord with our Allies the 
announcement of this agreement is made to-day 
from this Tribune. I repeat that absolute 
agreement on this point is firmly established 
among the Allies, and there is no doubt that 
aftér she has obtained sovereign possession of a 
free passage into the Mediterranean Russia will 
grant freedom of navigation for the Ramanian 
flag, which now, not for the fret time, floats 
in battle side by side with the flag of Russia.

The Premier has personally visited the British 
wounded this morning, and has been superin- 
tending arrangementa for the comíort oí the 
Greek and British wounded, who are being 
nursed in the same hospitals. 


ACCOUNT BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 

The London Star on Saturday published mes- 
sages sent from Athens on Friday by Mr. 
Ernest Smith, special correspondent of the Dady 
News. He says:—I was at the Pirmus this 
morning watching the disembarkation of French 
troops, when suddenly the sound of firing in the 
hills south of Athens was heard. It was imme- 
diately discovered that the railway communica- 
tion was cut off. On arriving at the capital 
I gathered that the firing began at 
10.30 at the Engineers’ barracks. Practi- 
cally simultaneously firing broke out 
on the line of the Hill of Mars. The 
firing was very severe at times in the neighbour- 
hood of Zappeion, where a French detachment 
has long beem quartered. The building was at- 
tacked from the commanding heights at the 
station. Machine guns and rifles were- em- 
ployed. Several French soldiers were wounded. 

In a later message the correspondent says :— 
Fighting is very heavy at the Hill of Mars, 
where the Greeks attacked the French from 
the southern side of Acropolis. The fighting on 
the station side was between Greeks and 
Italians, who occupied cottages near the road 
Greek bullets spattered the roadway a few yards 
from a colleague and myself as we were re- 
entering Athens. 

Friday Afternoon.—I now learn that three or 
four distinct battles occurred between the Allies 
and the Greeks on the outskirts of the city. 
They began when the French detachment, which 
attempted to seize arms in the Engineers’ Bar- 
racks were fired on. The Frenchmen replied, 
killing a Greek officer. I saw seme wounded. 
Reinforcements occupied the Pirmus without op- 
position. 

Friday Evening.—Firing has ceased, and 
everything is quiet in the city. 

Another message to the Star from Mr. Ernest 
Smith, dated Friday, 7.45 p.m., says:—The at- 
tempted armistice has failed, and the. battle in 
the hills south of Athens was renewed. An 
artillery attack was made upon the French and 
British naval detachments quartered at the 
Zappeion. The Allied Fleet late this afternoon 
fired a few shots in the direction of the hills, 


the centre of the city. It is feared that the 
casualties on both sides are heavy. 


ESTIMATE OF CASUALTIES, 


An Athens telegram, undated, says :— 
General Gallaris, Commander of the First 
Greek” Corps, has issued the following state- 
ment:—The casualties in yesterday's fighting

Greeks—Killed, 26 soldiers and 3 officers;

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WAR PRISONERS SING “GOD 
SAVE THE KING.” 

Reuter’s representative had an interview with 
Bishop Bury, Bishop of Northern Burope, who 
arrived in ndon on Saturday, after spending 
a week at the British 
Summarising his experiences, Bishop Bury 
said—This never-to-be-forgotten week amongst 
my countrymen made me more thankful than 
ever that I am an Englishman, and if I am 
not very much mistaken my imprisoned country- 
men at Ruhleben have made the enemy. re- 
spect us and our brave men at the front. qDis- 
cussing his experiences the Bishop said—My 
visit was a great surprise to the men, as Í am 
the only Englishman that has been admitted to 
Germany during the war. I at once explained 
to them that I came after an invitation from 
the German asuthorities, and wth the full 
sanction of my own (Covernment as Bishop of 
Northern Europe. [ in.formed them, and ex- 
plained fully, thas if they had been some little 
community in peace time I would have come 
just the same, as they were in my jurisdiction. 
This cleared away any misanderstandings, and, 
to use their own words, they welcomed and 
honoured my risit. I remained at the camp, 
except for a visit to the War Office at Berlin 
(where the administration _ connected with 
prisoners gave me an official reception), and 
for one day, when I visited the officers’ camps 
at Blankenberghe. I was shown the whole life 
of the camp, and had my meals with the men 
in their lofte and horse boxes, and in spare 
moments received special messages for frends 
mn England. 

I inspected the camp at Ruhleben from end 
to end, and addressed the men nightly. I held 
four services on the Sunday. I witnessed an 
exhibition football match, a plav at the theatre 
which has been constructed under the grand 
stand; attended special concerts that were 
arranged, and, in fact, participated in all 
phases of camp life. 

WELL ORGANISED COMMUNITY LIFE. 

In all my varied experience | have never seen 
a better organised bit of community life. The 
prisoners administer their own affairs entirely, 
and the German guard and the official censor 
seem to be there to fulfil requirements 
Ruhleben is, of course, & racecourse, severa! 
times larger than that at Newbury. The horse 
boxes and the lofts, with one or two extra 
erections that have been made, are called 
barracks. Each has its English camp captain 
and vice-captain. The whole arrangements of 
camp life are entirely under disciphne. This 
applies equally to games, shops. school (which 
is like a small university), kitchens, theatre 
and arts and science classes. All are perfectly 
organised. No profits are made, and charges 
of all kinds only meet the cost of expenses 
There is a very effective body of English police, 
comprising some of the very best men in camp 

When one thinks of the terrible conditions 
that prevailed during the first months of the 
war, and what our men, with great pluck 
persistence, and ability, have breught into 
existance, one cannot but have  feel- 
ings of pride, thankfulness, and appreciation 
Among the three thousand ‘six hundred pri- 
goners there is no crime, and the moral 
standard is much higher than is usnal in a 
community of such dimensions. All kinds of 
civilising, humanising, and spiritual influence 
are at work. 

SCARCITY OF .FOOD 

As for food, the men practically live upon 
their parcels from home. Everything that 
goes to the life of the camp in the way of 
material, eite. has been sent out from this 
country, or provided at the expense of the 
British Government. [ may add that all letters 
from the men may be relied upot as accurate, 
as practically everyone with whom I came in 
contact said they found it so difficult to 
persuade relations at home that they were not 
keeping something back. The camp censor, a 
German officer, is an absolutely fair and 
straight man, in full sympathy with the pri- 
soners. Although he could have done ao, had 
he wished, he never once attended a meeting 
at which [ spoke, and I was allowed to bring 
away every note I made and every paper given 
to me. In fact, | was never onee prevented 
in the slightest degree from full and un- 
interrupted connection with the men from start 
to finish.

FRANCE'S ANSWER TO THE 
ZEPPELIN, 

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
with the French Army, writing on November 
30, says :— 

Although from the nearest point of the 
German line to Paris is scarcely fifty miles, 
German aircraft have troubled the French 
capital véry little since the first month of the 
war. Zeppelins were never frequent visitors to 
Paris, and since the raider that attempted it last 
February was shot down on the return journey 


at Revigny they have left it rigorously alone. 


The danger of the homeward flight was always 
the rub, for German aircraft, as far as Paris 
was coneerned, even before the air defences of 
the city had reached their present state of per- 
fection. The Germans are weil aware that any 
airship that succeeded in evading the local de- 
fences must run the gauntlet of swarms of aéro- 
planes and scores of guna on recrossing the 
French front. The danger of this passage is 
constantly increasing, Because with every month 
of the war the number of guns and aeroplanes 
an the French front imereases. 
THE DEFENCE OF PARIS. 
But Paris relies on herself for her own de- 
fence from air attack.

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EFFORTS TO INCREASE FOOD 
PRODUCTION. 


The group of M.P.’s and others associated 
in backing the minority report on land settie- 
ment an employment have initiated a 
pational ca ign with a view to convincing 
farmers otf the extreme urgency of agrecing 
to revolutionary measures to solve the food 
question. Among other forms of activity 
undertaken is the delivery of addresses to 
county war committees by leading members oí 
dhe progressive land group. 

Mr. Leslie Scott, K.C., M.P., inaugurated 
this branch of the work on Saturday afternoon 
by speaking to the Worcestershire County 
War Committee at Worcester, the other 
speakers including Lady Londonderry. Farmers 


and labourers -alike, said Mr. Scott, must | 
realise how much they are the trusted servants | 


of the nation in this war, must realise that if 
we are to win liberty for the nation and 
the world we must first of all be willing to 
give up our own liberty in the national cause. 
Farmers and labourers are just as necessary 
for the purposes of victory as munition 
workers. The home production of food is 
as necessary as the home production of guns. 
From every point of view, it was essential 
thet we should grow more food in England, 
vet khandreds of thousands of acres threaten 
o go out of cultivation tor want of labour, 
machinery; and fertilisers. The Government 
must at once take the necessary powers to 
organise the industry. Farmers cannot handle 
the present home agricultural situation alone. 
‘The State must assist them, and, where neces- 
sary, control them in the organisation of the 
industry. The use of German priseners had 
been postponed because of absurd ideas about 
the necessity of keeping them in big gangs. 
Buch big gangs were utterly useless on small 
farms, and England generally was a land of 
emall farms. The practicable way to handle 
the rural labour problem was to divide the 
country into farm groups, to pool the labour 
of these farms, and divide it among some of 
them in the most effectual manner. Then let 
the State take over the rest of the farms 
temporarily and cultivate them with pri 

erd other labour, making - the 

managers for ibe State on fair terms of pary- 
ment. A further measure muss be the break- 
ing up of suitable grass lan: “y compulsion, if 
necessary, to increase the yield of wheat. At 
the same time the Government must guarantee 
the farmer a fair price for his wheat, and see

The Reichstag's sitting of 'Thursday was one 
of the longest during the war. It began at 
noon, and lasted till far into the night. 
Towards the close a great dispute arose between 


the majority of the House and Dr. Helfferich,- 


Minister of the Interior, on the question of the 
co-operation of the Reichstag in the administra- 
tion of the Compulsory Civilian Service Bill. 
Coint Westarp represented, as usual, the Con- 
servativé standpoint of refusal. 
Dr. Helfferich, though not declining, co-opera- 
tion, supported t Westerp in a manner 
which aroused protests from almost all parties, 
rotests which the National Liberal, Herr 
hiffer, expressed in strong terms, amid the 
applause of the House. After midnight the 
House adjourned till Friday afternoon, after the 
President bad withdrawn, on the protest of 
Herr Ledebour, a proposal to place the thud 
réading of the bill on the order of the day.

Continuing his spéech on the occasion of the 
third reading of the Compulsory Civilian Service 
Bill in the Reichstag, General Groner said—The 
effects of the bill on our enemies are now 
clearly perceivable. We need only glance at the 
French and English papers. The resoluie action 
of the Reichstag will give the lie to Great 
Britain regarding Germany's weakness. Our 
enemies will recognise that the German people, 
if united, is invincible—(applause)—but unity is 
only possible if there is confidence. For me, as

LORD BRYCE’'S VIEWS. 


Lord Bryce has made a statement to Mr. 
Gleason, of the New York Tribune, on the Ger 
man deportations of men from Belgium, which 
is placed at the disposal of the Press.
